Economic Iconoclasts 


W. S. Murray, engineer and author of the original govern- 


ment report on the development of a system of ;'super pow- 
er" for the entire United States, has issued a statement con- 
demning as "economic iconoclasts" those who would inac- 
urately define super-power as a combination for the purpose of 
rate control. Mr. Murray's statement of the matter is worthy 
of consideration. 


Super-power, as contemplated in the plan submitted by Mr. 


Murray, provided for the diyidieg of -the country into regional 
districts, each utilizing its great natural resources and provid- 
ing.the bulk of power used for huge central'stations. Greater 
economy and efficiency would result from carrying out this" 
plan and the whole nation would be benefited by better pow- 
er and cheaper power. 
-

Of course, under .such a scheme as this, which would ap- 


proach a monopoly; rate control would be possible' and many 
abuses would be made possible. At the same time the scheme 
calls for strict public supervision and therefore there is small 
danger that rate control would be possible. The advantages 
of the super-power system are .so apparent that,the proposal 
should hcive a fair trial before it is condemned as those whom 
Mr. Murray criticises would condemn it.

Facing Communism 


With 300,000 miners on strike or locked out and with labor 


dissension spreading throughout Saxony and the neighboring- 
states, political observers see a definite turn in Germany to- 
ward Communism. Disorders in many sections are rampant, 
v/hile in the Ruhr section the Communists are said to have 
wrested control from the Socialists and Christian trade unions. 


The greatest apprehension is caused by the report that many 


German officials are indirect negotiations with the Soviet, al- 
though it seems unlikely that these officials represent the ma- 
jority of German officialdom. The purpose of the reported, ne- 
gotiations is as yet a matter of speculation, though the mere 
fact that there is connection between the Soviet and Berlin is 
cause in itself for alarm. 


If Germany ultimately falls victim to the Red Scourge, she 


will have no one to blame but herself. Poland at the close of 
the war was in no more a stabilized condition than Germany, 
nor was Austria and many of the Balkan states, which since 
successfully stamped out their Red influence by hard work and 
< 


a determination to,,rehabilitate. Not so with Germany. She 
chose the other road, the road leading from hard work, and any 
fruits she picks will be fruits of her own planting.

A romance of modern times is nearing its conclusion. The 


British Admiralty ship Racer, has returned to port with the 
word that all but $1,000,000 of the $25,000,000 in bar gold 
lost on the liner Laurentic when she was-torpedoed off Lough 
Swilly, during the war, has been recovered. 


Work of salvaging this tremendous wealth, consigned to 


the United States when it was lost, started in 1917 and con- 
tinued in the face of almost impossible circumstances, culmin- 
ating in concerted effort on the part of U boat commanders 
to prevent the gold from falling into allied hands. Swift cur- 
rents, dangerous and shifting sands and sagging wreckage 
made the work of the divers even more hazardous. 


There were thrills aplenty for those who took part in the 


biggest salvage job of modern times, if riot of all times. Pos- 
sibly the success achieved by the salvage company will give 
added stimulus to projects already suggested to raise, the 
wealth of merchandise'^and .precious metals from the disinte- 
grating hulks of other ships which perished in the intensive 
submarine warfare of the World war.
